Wo  Must  Make  the  Occasion  A  Memora- 
ble One. 


Now  that  we  have  victoriously  if 
not  successfully  passed  through  our 
foot  ball  season  and  are  well  on  our 
way  towards  putting  a  crack*  base 
ball  nine  in  the  fie'd,  it  might  be  well 
to  pay  a  little  more  attention  to  our 
Field  Day,  which  is  two  weeks 
distant ;  especially  as  there  seems  to 
be  very  good  chances  for  sending  a 
team  to  Nashville,  to  recover  our 
laurels,  which  were  literally  left 
"Sticking  in  the  mud"  by  our  last 
representation. 

The  Executive  Committee,  headed 
by  Mr.  Scott,  has  done  splendid  work 
this  year  as  is  shown  on  the  bulletin 
board,  and  the  long  list  of  second  and 
third  prizes  contributed  by  our  friends 
the  Auburn  and  Opehka  merchants. 


The  committee  has  ivuikcd  faithfully 
and  now  the  time  has  come  for  the 
college  at  large  to  help  them  out  by 
entering  events  and  making  the  con- 
tests lively. 

The  man  who  will  succeed  in  win- 
ning the  all-round  athlete  medal  must 
be  a  man  of  ability;  the  conditions 
^;  iie^wili  go  up  against  will 
little  tougher  lhan  ever  before  and 
will  require  considerable  training. 
To  win  this  medal'  the  candidate 
must  enter  one  event,  at  least,  in  4  of 
the  five  classes  and  make  the  highest 
average  per  cent  in  these  events. 
The  classes  are  as  follows  :  1  Put- 
ting Shojt  and  Throwing  Hammer,  2 
High  Jumps,  3  Broad  Jumps,  4  Pole 
Vault,  5  100  yd.  dash,  440  yd.  run 
and  120  yd.  hurdle  over  3  feef  hur- 
dles. The  results  will  be  graded 
with  respect  to  the  American  Inter- 
Collegiate  Association  Records,  these 
being  taken  as  100. 

The  1895  Field  Day  was  a  great 
improvement  over^  that  of  '94  and 
there  is  no  reason  why  this  should 
not  be  considerably  better  than  the 
preceeding  ones  considering  the  ad- 
van- ages  of  the  new  gynuiasium  etc7, " 
training  should  not  be  shirked,  and 
there  is  110  reason  why  the  e  veins 
should  not  be  crowded  with  entries. 
The  gymnasium  exhibition  will  of 
course  be  a  success;  the  holders  of 
the  race  record*  must  look  to  their 
laurels  as  there  is  much  talk  of  dark 
horses.  The  94  shot  record  which 
stood  fast  last  year  ought  to  go  down 
this  time.  The  record  for  high  jump 
is  almost  sure  to  bi  set  up  a  few 
inches  by  our  friend  from  Jefferson. 

Other  records  will  probably  sur- 
vive the  day 

The  only  thing  needed  to  assure 
the  success  of  the  day,  is  the  bearly 
co-operation  of  the  students  especial- 
ly undergraduates.  Enter  now  and 
work  hard  for  the  records. 

In  this,  as  in  all  amateur  contests, 
it  is  not  the  winning  that  counts,  but 
the  records  that  are  to  be  made  and 
broken. 

The  events  that  the  candidates 
wish  to  be  graded  on  must  be  hand- 
ed to  one  of  the  judges  at  least  one 
day  before  the  1  st  of  May.

Pro.  McKissick  Has  one  of  the  Wonderful 

1 

The  instrument  is  made,  of  Tungs- 
tate  of  calcium  and  was  recently  in- 
vented by  Edison.  The  X  rays  causes 
the  Fluoroscope  to  fluoresce  and 
•  by  means  of  it  a  person  can  see  the 
bones  of  the  hand  by  placing  his  hand 
between  the  fluoroscope  and  Crooke's 
tube.  The  image  can  be  distinctly 
seen  through  wood,  books,  and  par- 
tially through  glass  and  metal.  The 
instrument  affords  a  beautiful  way  of 
studying  X  rays  effects.
